FARE CUTS AND PROMOTIONS ANNOUNCED BY AMTRAK 


Amtrak announced in the latter part of August a series of promotional fare altere 
ations aimed at stimulating increased ridership in a sagging economy, On Aug 18 
came the announcement of a new "USARAIL Pass" available to foreign nationals coming 
to the U.S. on tourist, student, or business visas. The pass, similar to the welle 
know: EurailPass, is good for unlimited travel anywhere on the Amtrak system, and 
will be available Nov 1. It wil! be sold only overseas, and will offer unlimited 
coach-class travel in 3 different categories: 14 days for $150; 21 days for $200; 
and 30 days for $250. The passes will be honored only on "non-premium trains", 
but including the Amfleet and Turboliner equipment. Amtrak pointed out that coach 
service on these latter trains is the equivalent of first class in many countries. 
Amtrak will make no extra charge for seat reservations, in contrast with the prac- 
tice of some other countries. Pass users must obtain their actual tickets after 
arrival in the U.S., altho the pass is purchased abroad (Canadian and Mexican cit- 
izens cannot avail themselves of the passes). If first class service is desired, 
pass users can pay the difference between that service and coach class, and upgrade 
their tickets. Amtrak said that visitors could uss the passes for "what is in ef= 
fect commuting’=-for example, short-distance corridor travel atfrequent intervals. 
The USARAIL Pass replaces the Amerail fares, which will expire next Dec 31, which 
gave visitors a 25% discount, 

On Aug 20 Amtrak announced two excursion fare experiments, The Washington OC e 
Cumberland BLUE RIDGE will get 2 special roundtrip weekend excursion fare starting 
Sept 6, giving 30-38% reductions from regular fares. The excursion fare is good 
oniy on days of the same weekend or on holidays. The Oakland-Bakersfield SAN JOA- 
QUIN gets a 4-day excursion fare that offers a round trip for $3 higher than the 
regular one-way fare. The round trip aust be completed within a 4-day period, and 
no stopovers are permitted, Children’s half-fares are the only discounts allowed. 
The new excursion fare takes effect Sept 8. 

Aatrak said on Aig 25 that it will again offer its roundtrip ceach excursion fare 
this fall of $99 from New York or Chicago to or from all Florida Amtrak cities. It 
will be good for travel on any train on any day of the week between Sept 8 and Dec 
19. As an ve a $7Q-a-veek auto rental package is offered in some Florida cit- 
jes. The $99 excursion fare was also offered last spring.

Angelo Caputo was named Ass't Controller. in the Corporate Operations Dept, 
three assistant vice presidents were named: Joseph J. Schmidt, who was Director of 
Planning and Development, was named-Ass't Vice President for Equipment; Robart F. 
Lawson, Amtrak's Chief Engineering Officer, was made Ass't Vice President for Engin- 
eering; and Robert Hopkins, Gen'] Mgr of Operations, was named Ass't Vice President 
for Corporate Operations Administration, All three men are fros railroad backgrounds,

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Piloting the Anfleet Cars

The erstwhile MERCHANTS LIMITED, train 179, on Saturday Aug 16 had a consist of 
ona power car ("Auto Haven") and six of the new 27000-series Anflast coaches. i 
vere piloting a pair of £8 units, From the exterior, the locomotives were quite a 
contrast to the new train behind us. They looked worse than anything the New Haven 
dispatched in its most destitute final days. | felt ashamed to climb aboard tier 
with their peeling paint and accumulated arime, From the locomotives, at least, | 
was expecting littla in the way of performance. hors ia 

There was no cne to show the train crew the operation of the doors, so we receivec 
a highball 3 minutes late. We also were 3 minutes late out of the Back Bay and 
Route 128 stations, on our trip from Boston to New Haven. However, when we made our 
running tine of 18 minutes from Boston to Route 128, i began to suspect that this 
vas no ordinary train, Rarely is it possible to make these. first 12 miles to Route 
428 and be soving out ef the station in 18 minutes, ; 

We were barely one mile out of the Route 128 station, heading inte the first curve 
vest of the station, when the speedometer registered 6Qaph. Two wiles later, on 
Sharon Hill, we hit the interlocking at Canton Junction at 72mph with the speedonat- 
er stil] climbing. Frequently ve cannot exceed 60mph until the top of this hill is 
reached at Sharon Heights. Today we crested it at 80aph. | backed off to the third 
notch to drift down thru East Foxboro and Mansfield. Passing Mansfield, | glanced 
at ay watch to check our timekeeping. To my surprise, we were exactly on time. We 
had made Turbo time, 29 minutes, from Boston to Mansfield, 25 miles. 

We were down to 40uch for the slow order thru Attleboro and still on tire. Be- 
tween Attleboro and Boston switch, we lost two minutes due to that same 4Omph slow 
order which extends 3 miles west of Attleboro. We arrived Providence. on our Teave 
ing time, 5:14. We were out at 5:17, again 3 minutes off. Cranston and Davisville 
were passed 3 minutes late. This was no disappointment, however, as we have but 16 
minutes to get out of Providence and make 77 miles. The first sile out of Provi- 
dence is 30mph on a clear medium signal, The next 5 miles to Cranston involves 3 
50aph curves. Kingston was passed 1% minutes late, after some high stepping at f 
well over the T9mph limit. From a point 3 miles west of Kingston to a point 3 ailes 
yest of Westerly, we had te contend with a GQmph slow order. This was of no conse- 
quence, as we have 16 minutes for the 17 miles between Kingston and Westerly, Rhode , 
island. After drifting along this stretch at what seemed to be freignt train speed, 
60 to 65mph, we passed Westerly on tine. Mystic and Groton interlocking were 
reached one minute ahead of time. He came to a stop at New London 3 minutes before 
leaving time. 

The hichball from New London cane at 6:16, one minute late. The speed as We ap= 
proached the 60aph curve at Waterford, CT was (Smph. It is rare indeed when we have 
to brake hard for this curve only a few miles out of New London, Just around the 
first curve thru Waterford, there it was--the dreaded yellow over red on the distant 
signal for Niantic drawbridge. All | could say to my engineer, who was taking it 
easy today, as | ran the train, was "I hope the bridge isn't stuck in the air." 

The crews on the Shore Line have little confidence in the aged drawbridges along 
the line. We had about 3 miles to the bridge, so | didn't touch the air until the 
cab signal flipped from clear to approach and the timing reservoir began to drop on 
the air gauge in front of me, | put the air on slowly and gently pulled the throt- 
tle out to the eighth notch to drag the train along, hoping the cab signal would 
‘clear before our speed dropped very far. 
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Electric diesel 
pictured in the 
Amtrak artist's sketch 
here will eventually re- 
place the E8 unit that BiTi 
McDonald navigated between 
Boston and New Haven, with GE 
electrics hauling the Amfleet trains 

between New Haven and Washington, By the end of next year, according to Amtrak's 
timetable, the Amfleet will have virtually taken over the Northeast Corridor, 


Just as the needle on the speedometer approached 40mph, it cleared. | released 
the brake, and off we went, The acceleration was considerably better with this 
train. In hardly more than a mile, we wers approaching the home board at the 
bridge at a 70mph clip. We rattled across it and were up to 80mph before passing 
East Lyme, CT. The 60mph curves at Giant's Neck were negotiated comfortably at 
65eph, and back to bOmph we were within a mile. Conn bridge at Old Saybrock was 
the next slow order, 40mph. One mile west of this bridge, at the Old Saybrook stae 
tion, we were doing 70mh. The needle barely touched 80mph when we had to brake 
againe=this tine for two miles of 30mph slow order, milepost 104 to milepost 102, 
We picked up speed quickly again, but | was obliged to go after the air for another 
30mph slow order. This one was at Clinton, CT for a new forcing point crossover 
being installed, more than likely to cut the length of the "run arounds" during the 
planned track work in this area. With our new super train, however, we were up to 
T2mph as we leaned into Aminosette Creek curve west of Clinton. | had to back off 
on the throttle as we approached Madison at 80mph. 

There was a final fast stretch from Madison to Guilford where a tie gang was 
working, and we therefore had another 30mph slow order. | opened the throttle and 
watched the speedometer, Up it went to 90mpbh, | backed off and let the train 
drift. Making 100mph with this train would have been a facile undertaking even 
with our |-hate-to-think-how-many million-mile diesels. 

We-passed Branford, CT,- the eastern. limits of the New Haven terminal area, only. 


3 minutes late, After slow running at Shore Line Junction and Mil] River Junction, — 
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the latter where we join the Springfield line, we were into New Haven a mere Tour 


“minutes dön, 


Our engines were cut off and we made our way to motor storage. | climbed off the 
engine and watched an aged GGe1 move what | had to admit was a sleek, fast train 
thru the interlocking west of the New Haven station only two minutes late. 

The new Anfleet coaches will almost fly. ! can categorically state that we would 
have been considerably later with standard equipment. With the removal of the slow 
orders and the straightening of some of the more serpentine sections of the right 
of way, | feel confident that we will see faster cardings between Boston and New 
York. If only the new cars included lounge space and parlor accommodations, Amtrak 
would really have something. | sincerely hope that these and at least a few dinars 
on the more popular trains with Southern and Western connections will be forthcoming. 


Amtrak said that on Aug 7 the new Amcoaches and an Amcafe car were used on the 
STATESMAN northbound, returning southbound the next day, the first instance of 
revenue service for the new- cars, without prior announcement, Amtrak said that 
the cars would be randomly assigned to Northeast Corridor trains during the followe 
ing weeks to test the reaction of passengers. 

Amtrak employees rode a preview train on Aug 3 and 4. The consist was a GG-1 
locomotive, power car, 4 Amceaches and an Amcafe for the runs between Washington 
and Philadelphia. 


| first saw the new cars running Aug 9 on train 174 and the following day on 173, 
but a New London ticket agent said their regular runs would begin Aug 18 on trains 
170, 179, 180 and 183, the latter two Boston-Philadelphia trains. Work prevented 
me from seeing the northbound runs on the 188, but 179 and 183 both carried the 
new cars. 

Meanwhile, as Samuel Stokes, Jr. warned us (Letters, First July issue}, Amtrak 
made July and August tough months for MERCHANTS LIMITED riders. Interestingly, 
train 179=-the train which was to get the new consist--was singled out. Parlor 
service was dropped, and the usual string of returbs was replaced several times by 
a dismal group of ex-NH lightweights, cars which were hot, dirty, and sometimes 
hazardous: several Dutch doors on my train wouldn't close, and one car was even 
missing a diaphragm, leaving a foot-wide gap between cars, Eventually, too, the 
diner began showing up on the rear of the train, perhaps because with no parlor 
car to absorb the shock, the engine change at New Haven was sending too much food 
and drink into the passengers’ laps, as happened to me. Yet a week later (Aug 10) 
| rode 178 north and found everything in order (FRA test cars Tei and T-3 were 
also with us as far as New Haven), and the diner crew told me this was typical 
northbound. Indeed, three days into Amfleet service, 178 was stil] running its 
old parlor-diner-coaches consist. How long this--or any conventional train here-- 
lasts remains to be seen. --Al Crossley 


MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF RAILFANS NOTED BY THE MEDIA 


Speculation has implicated the CIA in a plot to rid the nation of rail buffs by 
slow erosion. The staff of RTN has observed that with each issue that is distrib- 
uted, some copies are returned by the Postal Service marked "Addressee Unknown" or 
"Undeliverable." This situation occurs without warning, usually after a number of 
issues have apparently been successfully delivered to the address in question.

» oFREEBOR TRAIN UPDATE 


The Freedom Train attracted about 50,000 viewers in its four-day stay at Green 


Bay, Wisconsin, August 15-18. The train was located on the arcunds of the Nat 
Railroad Museum--probably one of the best sites it will have on its tve-yeur joure 
ney. For the admission price of $2 (adults), spectators could also Jock over the 
many relics the museum owas, including the Dwight D, Eisenhower locemctive 6008, 
his command cars, pullman cars usea by Churchill, a Union Pacific "Big Boy" engine, 
a Rock Island Aerotrain, and many sore. : 

The exhibit cars, hospitality cars, and lunch cars were parked on a circular 
pack bounding ths aain area of the museum, but the engins, SP 8449, was parked on 
the siding of a local wbolssale grocery warehouse about half 2 wile away. The cur- 
satura of the museus track discouraged the Freedom Train management from taking the 
angine onte the grounds, id 4449 was on display, however, at ths parking place 
and rail fans surrounded it constantly. 

Contrary te the report in a prior issue, the train came te Green Bay from Hil= 
waukee over the CANN Shoreline reute thru Manitowoc and Sheboygan, the best track 
af the three routes betvaen Milwaukee and Green Bay. Tuesday morning, August 19, 
tuo CANN geeps picked up the train on the museum grounds and switched it onte the 
asin line of the Fox Valley route of the C&NW where 4449 was waiting with steam up. 
Stoanepovered, it ran four wiles into north Green Bay, where it switched to Green 
Bay & Western for wying. There eas no turntable in town which could turn 4449 
around, After a very time-consuming (three-hour) wying operation which saw the 
train broken inte three parts, 4449 finally proudly pulled the train out of Green 
Bay, again on the C&NW Shoreline route. 

Altho the train was going to Radison, it went back te Milwaukee and then to Mad- 
Sson on Milwaukee trackage. The auch shorter route via C&NW's Fox Valley route to 
Sond du Lac and then te Jefferson Junction and Madison was vetoed because of the 
questionable footings of a briaze at Oshkosh. j 

At the throttle of 4449 was Doyle McCormick, and no one is better qualified to 
drive 4449 than Doyle. Doyle was a master mechanic for the Norfolk & Western. 
in November, 1974 he was given a two-year leave of absence to supervise the recre- 
ation of 4449, which hed been sitting in a park in Portland, Oregon for 16 years. 
Doyle and five assistants took 4443 apart, piece by piece, in the GN shops in Porte 
Jand, repairing and replacing each questionable part. Fortunately, some rail fans 
jn Portland had put oi? in 4449 frequently and by hand had pumped the oi? in al] 
critical bearings. 

Doyle and his crew built 4449 back inte a beautiful and powerful piece of machin- 
ery. With its chrome-plated throttle and air brake controls, dual whistles ans 
hard wood floor on vhich is engraved the Southern Pacific emblem, it is a magnifi- 
cent engine. > i 

The Freadon Train's visit is one Green Bay rail fans will act forget. Green Bay- 
ites are hoping sore than ever now that Amtrak will extend its route to Green Bay 


soon.

- A- CANADIAN VIEW of the future of rail. travel; as presented by Ch vice 
president-passenger marketing Garth Campbell, in remarks to the Transe 
portation Research Forum of New York last April, is reprinted in the 
July-August issue of the Official Railway Guide, passenger edition. 
His view is generally broad and optimistic, recognizing that environ- 
mental and energy concerns, among others, are leading North America 
back to the railroad, "the one really efficient and reliable moans of 
intercity, mass passenger transport." Campbell does not foresee añ 
organization like Amtrak taking over service in Canada, but rather 
believes that the railroads should continue as the “chosen agency of 
rail passenger service development in Canada.” He tends to look for 
governmental capital and operating funds in response to marketing 
plans, submitted by the railroads. Campbell points out that Canada 
has a "fair, though far from perfect, service network" but adds that 
"However ve have no new money as yet and no decision as to our future 
fora of organization.” 


_& REPORT HERE in our First July issue indicated that Quebec Cartier 
Railway had discontinued its passenger service. Now the full story 
emerges: the railway failed to mention in an earlier communication 
that it stil] operates a mixed train between Port Cartier, Quebec 
and Lac Jeanine, where formerly it ran two trains in the summer, The 
train leaves each Sunday at Spa from Port Cartier, returning there 
at Spm Monday. One-way fare is §10, or $19 round trip. Timetables 
are available from Re A. Dagenais, Quebec Cartier Mining Co., Port 
Cartier, Quebec. 


A PRINCIPAL DESIGNER of the recently announced federal transportation 
policy revision in Ottawa, James Davey, is dead of a household acci- 
dent at age 45. Davey fell from a ladder, receiving sultiple brain 
injuries. He was an organizer of Trudeau's 1968 camaign, and was 
®\caned" to the Ministry of Transport in 1973 to work on the policy 
revisions, He was formerly an officer of the research dept. of Gl. 
What his untimely death means to Canadian passenger train policy de- 
=e has not yet been determined. He leaves his wife and seven 
children. 


TORONTO TRANSIT COMMISSION has announced an exhibit of "90 Years of 
Streetcars" at the Canadian National Exhibition in Toronto fron mide 
August until Labour Day, just as the system was completing arrange- 
sents for the purchase of 200 new streetcars. The first 10 will be 
Swissebuilt, with the remaining 190 to be built in Canada. They will 
be capable of speeds up to 70sph, and deliveries are scheduled to be 
completed in 1979. Ontario will purchase 75 of the vehicles to rent 
to TIC for $1 per year, and TTC will purchase the rest with a 75% 
provincial subsidy. 

THE "PRINCESS MARGUERITE? now has a brother. B.C. Resources Minister 
Bob Williams announced in mid-August that the B.C, government has 
purchased the former CN Alaska cruise liner "Prince George," and will 
operate it on weekly cruises along the B.C. coast to Prince Rupert, 
starting next spring. 8.C. paid 230,000 for the ship, and in addi- 
tion ceded to CN $50,000 of lands adjacent to a CN rail yard in the 
community of Prince George, The new route is essentially a revival 
of the former "Princess Adelaide" service operated by CP Rail thru 
1948, it has not yet been decided if Victoria or Vancouver will be 
the southern terminus for the new service.

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TO THE DRY SIDE OF THE MOUNTAINS 


by Glenn Lee 


Those of us who live on the wet side of the mountains in the Evergreen State 
usually can tell when summer comes, The rain gets warmer. These animal sensings 
are corroborated by the weather columns -- and when the readings in Wenatchee 
rise to 95° or 100° or more, it's time to go to the dry side of the mountains, 
if for no other reason than to sit in the warm, dry air and relax. 

4 escape from the Pluvium General has occasionaly been Amtrak's NORTH 
COAST HIAWATHA, and it was with much pleasant anticipation that | arrived 
one Friday evening in July to board Train No. 10 for its 6pm departure from 
Seattle. My destination was Wenatchee, some 154.2 rail miles away. The 
summer consist included locomotives 532 and 536; ex-SP 9370 deadhaad dome] ounge; 
baggage 1207; coach 4483; GN 1325 dome_coach; coach 4545; ex-CZ dome-]ounge- 
done 9813 "Silver Cup"; diner 8097; and sleepers 2615, "Pacific Hills" and 
2251 "Star Crest". 5 

The Friday evening crowd was not large, and within moments | was putting my 
bags at seat 30 in the forward section of GN 1325. Before | had completed this 
task, the brakeman came up behind me and said: "They're not supposed to sell 
that seat, but we'll find a place for you." He was violating a basic rule of 
dealing with passengers =- that of not putting them ill at ease, or making them 
nervous, The brakeman disappeared as quickly as he had come, and | let matters 
slide, disappearing myself to the dome section, 

There is no doubt that the GN dome cars were travel glory personified, and 
even after several years of neglect, remain inspiring in most details, Like 
most such dome coaches, GN 1325 lost its stairway and dome-aisle rug, starte 
ing in about 1967, when the decline had set in on the EMPIRE BUILDER. 

The 6pm departure time came and went, and no action, As RIN editor 
Russell has pointed out in an earlier issue, no one tells anybody anything 
if something has gone wrong. Thus it was up to me to snoop a bits and to dise 
cover that the northbound COAST STARLIGHT, due at 5:20pm, was late, and No, 10 
was to be held. At 6:17pm, some 57 minutes behind, No. 14 arrived, led by 
locomotives 568 and 572, Within moments, the depot platforms were in pande- 
onium, as passengers sorted themselves out for the waiting room; the north- 
bound PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL, also being held; and the NORTH COAST. 

With only a slight tug, No. 10 departed at 6:26pm, some 26 minutes late, 
even as the P.le on the adjacent track was receiving large numbers of trans- 
fering passengers, 

The "No Smoking" sign which had been placed on the forward middle glass pane 
of dome coach GN 1325 had been partially scratched away so that it read: 
Smoking", A pleasant middle-aged couple walked up the stairs, and had lit up 
practically before sitting down, | then pointed out the complete "No Smoking 
sign on the rear glass panel, and within moments they had disappeared. The 
three forward panels of the dome were all of lexan, and two were badly dete- 
riorated, offering no vision, The third was relatively new, and offered some 
viewing hope. Apparently the forward dome glass wears out most rapidly in 
regular operation, and this may be why almost all forward dome panels on Amtrak 
are now of lexan, 


The side panels were waa. of glass however, and it was a pleasure to sit 
back, relax, and watch Puget Sound slip by on the hour-long run north to Everett. 


Approaching Edmonds, one half-hour from Seattle, | noticed the ex-Southern 
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Pacific ferry "Lake Tahoe", now the "Illahee", pulling away from the ferry 
terminal, with a full load, the last camper practically hanging over the stern. 
She was about 20 minutes late, and | thought to myself the standing newspaper 
head for this time of year should read: "Tourists Here. All ferryboats late." 

The first call for dinner was made en route to Everett, and | hurried to 
8097, where a friendly crowd had assembled, As the load was light, the car did 
not fill entirely, and | had a table to myslef -= a great luxury on Amtrak 
during the summer rush, Although properly served, it was my impression that the 
food and service in general were becoming more bland when compared with even one 
year ago, However, the "price was right", and | retired to the dome once again 
east of Everett to determine how much of the scenery was to be in sight in the 
cloudy and muggy evening. 

There were a number of noisy children in the dome of GN 1325, and | moved for 
a moment to the ex-CZ lounge, 9813 "Silver Cup", The small dome area had been 
converted to what a-friend calls a "booze dome", with the 24 seats arranged to 
form "intimate" alcoves of four each facing small tables. Very cramped, and 
made additionally unpleasant by the fact that some of the window panes were

of lexan. Even when new, this irritating poylcarbonate is unuseable, as it 
distorts all but straight-through viewing, and "ripples" the scenery, giving 
eyestrain and a general boost to my blood pressure. Thus it was back to GN 1325 
kids and all, muttering dark thoughts about Roger Lewis and Harold Graham, Inc. 
having run private railroad managers a close second in doing damage to the 
American passenger train. 

Our departure from Everett had been 7:19pm, some 19" late, and with the 
delay still pronounced, the NORTH COAST made good time up the valley toward 
index and Skykomish. As we drew closer to the main peaks of the Cascades, the 
overcast thickened, and became prominent as great billows of white, wet clouds 
hugging the forested slopes. Mount Index, the most prominent feature on the 
west slope, remained cloaked in thick angel-hair fog and unseen as we hurried 
through the twilight. 

Due at Skykomish at 8:05pm, No. 10 passed at 8:24pm, still 19 minutes late, 
and lunged for the 2.2% grade, which for 13 miles is the steep and slow access 
to the Cascade Tunnel, The passengers, who are told nothing about their train 


or their trip, do not realize the slower speeds are the result of mountain 
climbing, The pleasant man behind me in the dome, en route from Port Orchard, | 
WA to Miles City, told his traveling companions that the track had deteriorated | 


in this area, My impulse was to correct him, but | thought better of it. 
Actually the track here is often in condition ranging from "good" to "excellent", 
By the time No, 10 had reached Scenic, the wet clouds had obscured all but 
the lowest flanks of the great mountain peaks and the darkness of the 7.8 mile 
tunnel was a partial relief -- it ended the strain of trying to see the sights 
that were unfortunately, just not "out" this mid-July evening on the “wet side 
of the mountains. 
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Two glasses of ice tea.at.dinner had.made the. full tour, and after a quick 
check other cars, | stepped into the men's room in coach 4483, After locking 
the door of the toilet room, | found that there was no light. As | was very 
anxious to make certain that the nitrogen thus being returned to the soil went 
the route that the carbuilders and good sanitary practice intended, | was 
forced to hold the toilet door partially open to get some light on the subject. 
Fortunately this dent to my principles of modesty did little damage -- the train 
was very lightly patronized, and no one came by. 

| also discovered in the toilet room that the track in the Cascade Tunnel seems 
to be getting quite rough in places. Although it is of welded rail, it is 
apparent that a lot of surfacing, tamping and realignment will soon be necessary 
to bring tha track up to standards prevailing elsewhere on the main line. 

My check of the train while in the tunnel had revealed a very light load 
perhaps no more than 40 passengers in-all. tt had also reeacquinted me with the 
atmosphere that prevailed on SP's CASCADE runs in 1969, when SP had succeeded 
in driving away most of the once lucrative patronage of the Shasta route. No, 10 
this evening seemed like an SP ghost train of the late 1960s in many respects 
except one -= there were no small groups of loyal passengers and low=morale 
employees discussing when the next stab for abandonment might be made, 

| thought to myself that more than.ever, operations such as the NORTH COAST 
must be put in the hands of people like hotelman Eddie Carlson, who has done such 
a dramatic job of turning around United Airlines. Carlson had taken over a 
demoralized United from operating men, and had made United a first-class property 
within only a few years of hard work, Perhaps Amtrak would someday go this 
route | thought. o e 

e o o as we emerged from the East Portal of the long tunnel, at 9:12pm, after 
a 14min, trip under the high peaks. The weather at the East Portal marked one 
of the world's great meterorological contrasts, The skies were clear, and a hot 
eastward wind was blowing. This was a summer Chinook, the heat of which is 
established by the adiabatic lapse rate of the moisture wrung from the clouds 
as they pass over the high peaks. As water leaves the air through condensation, 
the air is warmed, As the cool, humid air from the Pacific is lifted over the 
Cascades by the west wind, the air is cooled at higher elevations, and moisture 
drops out as rain or snow. The air is warmed both by the precipitation process, 
and by the descent on the east side. 

Suddenly | was feeling much better, Near the foot of the grade at Merritt, 


we picked up considerable speed, and it was a race between Amtrak and the wind. 
Outside, in the last rays of twilight, the great cottonwood trees were bending 
toward the east, the white undersides of the leaves dancing like a million 
minnows swirling in the shallows of a lake. 

With good track and good alignment helping, we picked up much time in the 
early evening, aided, | thought, by the good tailwind. Despite the lexan, done 
viewing was deliciously pleasant, if for no other reason than to watch the 
rotating headlight flash through the forests. 


The employees! timetable specifies a "wait" in the CTC territory at Cashmere 
at 9:59pm, On earlier NORTH COAST trips, this has meant many slow minutes east 


from Leavenworth, But tonight, with the late start from Seattle, only a momen- 
tary bit of slow running, and then, through this imaginary time gate at 10:01pm, 
we were on the last stretch to the Apple Capital, stil] hurrying. 

Our arrival at the wonderful old brick depot was 10:16pm, some 9 minutes early, 
and only three hours and 50 minutes from Seattle on a schedule that calls for 
4930"... It was in the low 80s at Wenatchee, but.no one was complaining... It 


. „had been over 100° the previous few days, and the dry wind seemed cool. There 


had been a steam leak in locomotive 530, and the units were requiring a lot of 
water. it vas still ligt in the northwest sky as the carknockers pa the 
equipment, pausing te closely inspect SP 9370, which was apparently new to them. 

| waited on the platform until the 10:35pm departure time, almost as a bit 
player in an histeric tableau. Practically to the second, the units started up 
for the run to Spusane; and just as a man in his 60's came up te me to ask if Í 
vere going to Soap Lake, | said nes | was staying in Wenatchee, He then asked 
how he could nt to Soap Lake, | suggested the bus, Then ! said: "The train goes 
to Ephrata,” (Ephrata is only 5 miles from Soap Lake), Then, as the cars whirled 
by, the man said sadly: "Gee, they didn't tell mo thate? | never did find out 
who "they" were, and hoped it was not someone at Amtrak, as | set out for ay 
motel, and for my few warm and pleasant days in the sun. 

One evening later, after dinner, | hiked out inte the apple orchards west of 
town, and uhr b up the foothill boundary of the city. t cenit see down the 
Columbia River toward Rock Island, and up the river to Rocky Reach Dam, where 
| soio water dreap he oer a few pf the si vat bays. It was nice te see 
enough water rushing over the great dam for both irrigati d jucti 
and some left over for the tourists to marvel ae Sh cel oll Ee, 

Just then, in the twilight, ! noticed a long eastbound freight train roundi 
the bend at fds, where the Wenatchee River sg Na into the Columbia. pie - 
few miles away, the sound of the freight was clear and distinctive. The freight 
seemed to restate what a great achievement of aan the Stevens Pass railway has 
m improved over the years by the Chumstick cutoff, the Cascade Tunnel, and 
the Index line changes of the 1960s. The heavy freight seemed a great contrast 
to the fortunes of the passenger service; and | resolved to continue to do what 
| could to make this remarkable transport asset more valuable for passengers.

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REISTRUP TALKS ABOUT AMTRAK 


Amtrak's "most communicative president” gave another long talk about his corpora= 


tion this month to 1500 student bankers at the University of Wisconsin in Madison, 
in his August 14 address, Reistrup reviewed what Amtrak has been doing and what its 
plans for the future are. "it is perhaps a mark of the maturity of our free enter- 
prise system that, as the economic system of this nation matures, it is able to 
identify new problems and to come up with new solutions," Reistrup told the top- 
level bankers engaged in an advanced educational program. "Here was a great nati- 
onal asset just falling apart. If we did not have this rail passenger potential in 
being today and we decided that we had to build it now, from the ground up, ve 
would certainly have to face the prospect of an initial investment in the nature of 
$100 billion. Private enterprise alone could not afford that burden, yet the peo- 
ple of this country demanded that rail passenger service be saved." 

Reistrup told the bankers that Amtrak is "a publicesponsored organization operat- 
ing on private property while the other major modes of transportation are private 
corporations operating on public property." We have become accustomed to the fact 
that billions of dollars are spent each year on public waterways, public airways 
and public highways, whereas the 325,000 miles of railroad are privately owned and 
tax generating. Reistrup pointed out that ve have grown used to the idea that the 
billions spent each year on pubiic facilities are considered an "investment" while 
the average of some $200 million per year which has been spent in support of Amtrak 
is called a "subsidy." He asked that this be kept in better perspective. This in- 
vestment in Awtrak has saved an industry. 

Amtrak last year carried over 18,000,000 passengers and grossed §257 million, 
the Amtrak leader said. "That is sore income than all the railroads together 
grossed in 1970 on passenger service with more than twice the service." 

Sone of the prebleas and dilemmas faced by Amtrak were discussed, in addition to 
its accomplishsents to date. "There has been, since the creation of Amtrak, a 
rather massive dilemma laying astride our tracks. There were those who said that 
Amtrak should cut back al] money-losing routes right away and concentrate on high- 
volume, high-density corridors. Then there were those who would not permit the re- 
duction of one single mile of the lean basic system for fear that there would never 
again be a national system if that syster were not kept intact. Thus, the dilemma 
was: corridors only vs, long-haul with corridors, Amtrak was impaled on the horns 
of this dilemma from 1971 until early this year when we were finally authorized to 
order long-haul cars. With that order, the cheice had been made: Amtrak will serve 
the corridors and will develop the corridors and Amtrak will continue te serve the 
entire nation over its long-haul system. Already there are 15 more routes being 
served today than there were back in 1971 when we started, and we are working on 
more new ones right now." 


The importance of good track was underscored: "There was another significant ites 


tucked away in the legislation about the Northeast Railroad Reorganization which 
states that Amtrak will acquire, from ConRail, by lease or purchase, the trackage 
between Boston and Washington—the Northeast or Colonial Corridor. This small 
item, frequently unnoticed in the law which was so heavily involved with the ree. 
structuring of the entire northeast railroad system, was scarcely noted, but it is 
the first word from Congress that stipulates Amtrak is to acquire track. 

f ,.1f Amtrak is to operate a safe, comfortable, on-time and viable rail passene 
ger system, it will be able to do so only in so far as the track under our trains 
has been designed, constructed--and then maintainede-up to the particular stand- 
ards of passenger operations. Ño where is this more important than in the corri- 
dors where Gat of our trains run and where most of Amtrak's future growth is go- 
ing to take place. This is why the Colonial Corridor project is so vital to our 
future. lt will be the guinea pig; it will be the test center and it will be the 
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worn datdfish bewi for Amtrak, The futtre of Amtrak will.cest.cn what the public-de-.. 


cides about our work there. The great railroad companies of the world are iudead 
by the excellence of their showcase corridor oserations, The British have their 
London to Glasgow APT trains; the French have their Parts to Bordeaux trains and 
the Japanese have the famous Bullet trains which new run from Tokyo al} the way ts 
Kyushu, about one third longer than from Bosten to Washington, We are planning to 
upgrade the Colonial Corridor by stages, first tu 2 hours and 20 minutes from Wash 
ington to New York City and 3 hours on to Boston and perhaps eventually to 2 hours 
from Washington to Hew York City and then 2 heurs and 30 minutes to Boston, The 
Tatter will give us an average speed of close to 1Gmh, That's a challenge. 

"With the success of the Colonial Corridor operations, and | can assure you it 
will be a success, this proteetype model will be applied to such other emerging 
corridors as Chicage-Detroit, Chicago-Cincinnati, ChicagoeSt. Louis, Chicagosiil~ 
waukee and such ether places as San Diego to Los Angeles. The priority in which 
such work will be done and the elapsed tize involved in developing such a massive 
program are things which future legislation vill have to take into consideration. 
But this is definitely in the Amtrak future as one of our major goals.” 

Then Reistrup discussed what he considers the "first and most urgent objective" 
of Amtrak: "to get a significant proportion of those Americans who do their inter- 
city travel in automobiles inte the train. Even at today's fuel prices, with to- 
day's congestion and with today's uncertainty over the future availability ef gase 
cline, more than 87% of the travel between American cities is still done in the 
automobile. That market is our target. To make inreads inte that huge merket, 
we are going to have to get our train up te what used to be called ‘Express Train’ 
speeds, plus or minus, 80mph. He are going to have to run cur trains safely and 
comfortably and they are going to have to be on-time. Having said that, | have 
described for you a generation of work, This will not be easy. lt will not bs 
quick and the bill is going to be in the billions of dollars," 

Amtrak is actively working with. the DOT, Reistrup said, on improving equipment. 
"Steel wheels can probably be rolled at top speeds up to about 150-155imph without 
exceeding sensible state of the art limitations, And trackage can be designed 
for such spseds. Somewhere within that envelope is where we are going today and 
tomorrow. As for me, | would be content during the next ten to fifteen years to 
see good Amtrak trains operating in corridors at average speeds appreaching 115 
mph and out on the longehaul system at 80. Then | would want to see standards of 
service equal to or better than ‘old time’ railreading, That is Amtrak and that 
is what | am trying to do for the American traveling public." 
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in another recent interview, published in U.S. News & World Report (Aug 25), Mr. 
Reistrup told journalist Fred Frailey that some of the problems he met at Amtrak, 
and took steps to correct, were that no new sleepers, lounges or diners for longe 
distance trains had been included in Amtrak's order for 762 new cars; that a high- 
ly centralized management in Washington often knew little about what was actually 
happening aboard the trains; that crucial decisions often had to be made by a 
"small committee of middle managers" rather than by top officers; and that wrong. 
predictions about Amtrak's income and expenditures had been made (too optimistic). 

Reistrup told the magazine that Amtrak is working on a new sleeping car design 
that will carry 35 people per car, On the subject of new routes, Reistrup men- 
tioned first a New Orleans to Jacksonville, Florida run that would "fill a big 
gap” in the Amtrak system. Other possibilities he enumerated were "Denver and 
Portland/Seattle, and Los Angeles and Ogden, Utah, via Las Vegas." Then he added,

Mied Train of Thoughts 


THE GLENDORA PROBLEM: Two issues ago we reported on the attempted wracking of the 
aastbound SOUTHWEST LIMITED in the L.A. suburb. Here's an update from a Senta Fe 
nan: On July 30 a marine flare was fired at the engineman's window 5 miles east of 
Glendora, July 31 another lock was broken from a switch and it was set to throw 
the passenger train off the main line, but the engineer spotted it in time, Aug 4 
a shotgun blast was fired at the train's baggage car one mile west of Glendora. 

On Aug 22 an attempt was made to drop a garbage can thru the overhead windows of 
the dome car from an overpass in Glendora. On the night of the shotgun blast, the 
‘special agents” assigned to escort the train east were harassing rail fans at 
Pasadena as they tried to take pictures. Says our reporter, "The train went out 
on Aug 23 looking like it was headed for an old Western-style Jesse dames shootout. 
There vere two agents in the cabs with shotguns, one in the baggage car with a 
shotgun, and one in the door of the last car, but being in the passenger section, 
he probably kept his shotgun out of sight. there were also two carloads following 
on surface streats. The railroad has taken action almost unheard of in the indus- 
try, but it shows just how dangerous the situation has become out there." So far 
they have not nabbed the culprits. A bill has been introduced in Congress making 
it a federal offense to perform such acts. On Aug 11 a BN freight conductor was 
shot in the arm while riding in a caboose thru Centralia, WA.....

THE WHITE HOUSE is taking away Amtrak's Metroliner on-board telephones as of Oct 31. 
The Office of Telecommunications Policy said it needs the telephone frequency, which 
has been used on the Netroliners since 1969. Last year 47,500 calls were placed 
froe the speedy trains, at a cost to callers of $242,000..... THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
Asheville-Salisbury NO train had its last day of operation on Aug G..eco CHICAGO'S 
SOUTH SHORE line ran another test train with ICG Highliner equipment out of Chicago 
on Aug 16, with Senator Hartke aboard..... ANTRAK'S AD COMPARING Metroliner and 
airline travel noted here last issue has generated sore unpleasant reaction from 
the airlines. Another such ad appeared Aug 12, with cutaway cartoon-type views 
from above of a crowded airplane on one side, and a cozy train on the other, filled 
with relaxed and smiling people. The heading goes: "The $33 sardine run. New York 
by plane,” and "The $23 Metroliner run. Now York by Amtrak." The Air Transport 
Association fired off a letter to Amtrak after the appearance of the ad mentioned 
last issue, charging that the ad is misleading, frivolous and a waste of time and 
money, Said the air man, "it is misleading to suggest that all passengers on Astrak 
get to and from the station on foot," referring to the illustration of a Metroliner 
passenger valking from the train station. And Eastern Airlines apparently countered 
with an ad in the same paper (Washington Post, Aus 49) that says, "Nothing comes 
close to Eastern's Air-Shuttle Service to New York. Not the train. Not even ane 
other airlines,” It concludes, "Oh yes...while Eastern's Air-Shuttie is landing, 
the train you didn't take is probably still chugging along somewhere around Wilm- 
ington. So you spent a few extra dollars but you gained a few valuable hours. 
You've got the point, Now shuttle off.*.....

AMTRAK'S NEW G.E. diesels (pictured on pe 6), known as the P-30, is the subject of 
a report from an Eastern reader: "On Aug 23 at 30% St. enginehouse | saw the first 
GE P-30 #700 arrive. The unit has an E-60 (GE electric) paint job with snowplow, 
E=60 type trucks without stabilizer modification (the electrics have stabilizer bars 
with shock absorbers welded to the frame and trucks in attempt to cure excessive 
lateral motion at high spe3ds). Engineers commented on poor visibility with cone 
trol stand and a huge speedometer (420mph tops) blocking view. Has water cooler 
with refrigerator, Barco graph speed recorder and controls similar to latest GE 
U-boats. The cabesignal indicator is different, with instructions for opening box 


and changing by rotation a device which displays proper aspect for operation on 
various railroads.

P-3G has at rear a small olat~ 
form with a railing. it's equipped with two 480-volt mechanical generators for 
Ancoach service. Unit is te be tested for a week around Philadelphia, then make 
its way to New Haven where it will relay Ancoaches to Boston,” The color scheme 
on these units has been applied to some diesels as well, and one was shown on p.17 
of our Second June issue, photographed in Chicago (similar to pattern on p.6-ered 
stripe with white word "Amtrak" within, over blue stripe}. On Aug 17 the two GE 
£.60 electrics, #950 and 965, were at the Wilmington shop during testing. Number 
965 has mechanical generators, while 950 has twin steam generators.....

FALL SCHEDULE CHANGES for Amtrak are said to be extensive, but virtually no offic- 
ial word has come out yet. Unofficial reports and rumors say that the LONE STAR, 
effective Oct 26, will leave Chicago at 4:30pm, arrive Kansas City at 12:15am and 
leave 12:30, and arrive Houston about 7:30pm. It leaves Houston about 8am, arriv- 
ing K.C. at 2:50am and leaving 3:05, reaching Chicago at 11am. Inauguration of a 
Chicago-Toronto train in conjunction with Canadian National (running via Sarnia) 
is hoped for Oct 26, but may not make that date. The Ohio Ass'n of RR Psars re-

last minute with air conditioning problems. Then the loungeeless train saw its 
diner lose elect4ic power before it got as far as Sacramento. Colonel Sanders 
food was ordered up at the next stop, but the diner was later repaired. This was 
train 6 departing Aug 23.....

RAINIER, These two trains got quite 
avorable comments in our rating survey; all they need now are some more riders.... 
"IT'S BOTTOMED OUT” was Amtrak's comment about ridership in July. There was a 
small drop from July of last year, but too little to make a percentage point 
change. This year Amtrak carried 1,440,615 passengers, while in July 1974 it had 
1,446,504, First class riders decreased NZ while coach passengers showed no 
change. Surprisingly, the New York-Florida travel was up 202 in July, tho down 
20% for the first seven months of 1975 as a whole. Some trains such as the COAST 
STARLIGHT are holding their patronage well in the slow economy. As shown by the 
table on page 23, all public transportation is down, and automobile travel is up. 
Some analysts agree that the feeling among the public is that they should take a 
"last fling" in their cars before gasoline prices climb too high. In Quebec the 
cost of gas has hit a dollar or more a gallon. The Wall Street Journal predicts 
that gasoline pump prices will not rise more than 2 or 3¢ by the end of 1975..... 
RIO DE JANEIRO is seeing violent commuter riots, says the NY Times, because of 
decrepit-equipment and myriad delays to trains.
